SUBJECT: R/M Comments on Harrison Salisbury's Article 


1. Excerpt from Bsrrieeo Salisbury* s article from Buioi -- E.T. Tlaes 
December 2T, 19&>* 

. . Hie textile plant, whose most dangerous output from 
a military point of view would presumably he cloth for 
uniforms, bet been bombed 19 times, hut Is still operating 
seder great difficulty.” 

2* To the best of cor knowledge the Sam Diah Textile Mill was 
boohed twice, the first tins act 28 July 1965 wad the seen ad tlsae during 
the period 28 September- 13 October 1966. The textile mill is not e JCS 
target. The initial bombing resulted frees an attack tin the adjacent 
Best Sisk Themal Tower Plant, a JCS target, and the damage sustained by 
the mill is believed to have been accidental. 

3. It is possible that Salisbury** **19 backings" rep re sen ted the 
total maker of raids an nearby JCS targets in Baa D£nh. There are four 
such targets within one half wile of the textile sill. Three of these 
e total at 14 raids during 28 April ~29 October 1966. 

Burl, ng this period, tbs fourth target, the Bn Mnh Power Plant, was not 
attacked. The second bombing of the mill probably resulted from the 
attacks m tte nserty JCS targets* finally, the amount of damage to the 
Bill aa revealed in photography is not suggestive of anything approaching 
the damage that would have resulted from 19 raids. 


4. Me believe that Salisbury's statement that the mill Is operating 
but under great difficulty is probably correct. Recent evidence strongly 
suggests that such equipment has been removed from the mill, end probably 
dispersed to the countryside* We believe, however, that acme capacity, 
mash as t be finishing shop, which Is difficult to break up, say still be 
in the will and operated as a central finishing facility for a partially 
dispersed textile industry. 
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
